History of the Horrible Crime for Which 


They Died—A Vast Crowd in Attend- 
ance—How the Doomed Men Looked 
and Acted—Quick Work. 


MT. VERNON, InD.. January 25.—Anderson and 
Snyder, the doomed men, retired at 1 o’clock last 
night. During the night Anderson’s nose com- 
menced bleeding and became so serious the 
guard was called. It contunued to bieed several 
minutes, after which he slept soundly. Both 
were called at 5 o’clock, and ate heartily this 
morning. A Catholic priest who had been with 
them was denied admission; they had asked 
for Methodist Ministers, J. W. Asbury and H, E 
Wulsen. The gentlemen were sent for and prom- 
ptly arrived and conductéa appropriate exercises. 


At 9:30 
THE DEATH WARRANT 


was read, and was listened to without emotion. 
At 10 o’clock Anderson was shaved, the prisoners 
singing, led by Synder, who also delivered a 
prayer, asking divine mercy and expressing con- 
fidence that his sins were forgiven. During the 
scene Anderson was very composed. Snyder was 
nervous and excited and talked freely of his crime 
and frequently cried. Anderson was much affect- 
ed, but under great self-control, freely conversing 
with the visitors, and occasionally smiling. This 
concluded, they returned togtheir cells, where 
again they were attended bythe ministers, and 
the last preparations made, At 11:40 they were 
conveyed to an inclosure near the jail, attended 
by Revs. Asbury and Wulfsen. 

ANDERSON WAS VERY COMPOSED. 
Snyder was emotional and prayed aloud 
constantly. Anderson also made a brief 
prayer. The trap was sprung at 11:50. Snyders 
neck was broken. Anderson struggled an@ 
twitched a moment. Life became extinct

Their Crime. 


The crime for which these men suffered death 
is one of the most beartiess on record. It was not 
intention at first to commit the deed for 


their 

wiieh they to-day suffered the death penalty, but 
their plans could not be carried out without the 
murder of the victim. As will be seen Dy their con- 


fessions Suyder accuses Anderson of throwin 

away the murdered man’s hat. Since he has ad- 
mitted that he took the hat from Anderson and 
threw it into the cornfleia. This also corresponds 
with the statement made by the latter. Anderson 
further says that their idea at first was only to 
rob Van Wye, but this was found to be imprac- 
ticable without the other crime of murder, An- 
derson says that the night before the deed 
Was committed he and Van Wye 
waiked up wwe street and took a 
seat in the doorway of the First National 
Bunk. That just previous to this Snyder had gaia 
to. Anderson be must get Van Wye oys.on ones 
the back streets, and make some excusé for leay- 
ing him, when he would approach, with his coat 
turned wrong-side out,ana robhim. This Ander- 
son positively refused todo, and then it was made 
up to rob him if they could get Van Wye to go in 
a-swimming, and that alter the trio had came out 
of the water and all three sat onalog bear the 
river bank, Snyder winked to Anderson w hit 
Van Wye with the club, which Snyder had cut, as 


he said tothe murdered boy, fora rn 
stick. Snyder, of the two being the elder an 
promoter of the scheme, 1s more to 
blame than his comrade, who 

with him suffered the extreme penalty of the 
law. If all is true that is said of Anderson he has 


some of the worst blood in him in Posey County. It 
is rumored that he isthe son of Hinne Redmons, 
the wife murderer, who suffered death atthe 
hands of an outraged people, and who broke into 
the jail of Vanderburgh County and, because they 
could not get away with him successfully, killed 
him un the streets of Evansville rather than he 
should escape their vengeance, 
THE CRIME. 
About the 10th of August there came to Mount 


Vernon a young man named Van Wye from 
Clayville, Webster County, Ky. He was about 
19 years of age, cofmmonly dressed, and 
bad the uppeurance of a green 


farmer boy. For several days he 
VISITED THE SALOONS AND DIVES 


of Mt. Vernon and showed up a pretty healthy 
roli, intimating thatit Was much larger than it 
reaily Was. Hie called at the store on Wednes- 
day of Rosenbaum Bros. and requested to*leave 
his money in their safe, as, he said, he had been 
robbed of $15. The money, on being counted, 
$18, was placedinan envelope and putin the 
saie. The nextday, however, he called for his 


money and that was the last that the Rosenpaums 
saw of him. Ou Friday a gentleman coming 
down the new road saw bi00d on some cornstalks 
and evidences of a scuffle. He also noticed where 
the weeds had been trampled down and a path 
made through them leading totheriver. At the 
water’s edge he found a small biack necktie 
covered with bloud, These indications 
were reported tothe town officials and the river 
dragged on the following day, but nothing 
was discovered, Suiday evening,as Tobe Miller, 
a fisherman, Was pulling out his lines, he ais- 
covered a body on the sbore that baa evidently 
been washed there. He immediately notified the 
officials, aud when they arrived the body was 
recognized as that of young Van Wye. His 
throat was found cutfrom ear to ear, completely 
severing the jugular vein; his head showing evi- 
dences of having been struck with aclub, On 
Monday a young fellow named Burnet Campbell, 
Soyder and Anderson were arrestea for the 
crime. Campbell was afterwards reieased, as the 
acknowledument of the two latter that they had 
committed the crime alone cleared him. 

Snyder aiterwards withdrew his plea of guilty, 
and was tried. Nutwithstanding so great was the 
feeling at the time, he Was eloquently and ably de- 
fended by Hon. Nutt Pearse and Mr. J. E. Oiden. 
Upon a verdict of guilty, Anderson also came 
into court and pieaded guilty,and the sentence was 
then awarded them that bas been so fatally car- 
ried out to-day. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

MT. VERNON, IND., January 25.—The crime for 
which Anderson and Spyder were executed was 
the murder, on August 17, 1883, of James Van 
Weyer, 17 years of age. The latter, known to 
have $18 on his person, Was enticed to a spot 
selected for the crime on_ the river 
bank, one mile east of Mt. Vernon.

SILKMAN’S BAD SON, . 
How He Placed His Father in an 
Insane Asylum. 


A Cruel Proceeding That Grew Out of a Fami- 
ly Quarrel—The Old Gentleman Proves His 
Sanity and is Discharged. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, January 25.—‘“‘is it possible in this 
free republic, in the latter part of the nineteenth 
century, fora man with impunity to cause an- 
other, who, being obnoxious to him, but who is of 
perfectly seund mind, to be incarcerated in an in- 
sane asylum and subjected to indignities that 
even lunatics should be protected against?” . This 
inquiry was addressed to a reporter yesterday by 
a lawyer, who for thirty-two years has had his 
office at No. 54 Wall street. The man of whom 
the lawyer spoke, Jas. B. Silkman, who is now a 
little over 60 years of age, has lived for twenty 
years in Yonkers. His family consisted of a wife 
and four children, one son and three daurthters. 
Mrs. Silkman died over five years ago and be- 
queathed to her children a house and several iots 


Valuea at $25,000, The husband was 
appointed trustee of the estate in 
which he had a life interest. The 


brotner of Mrs. Silkman, Darius G. Crosby, isa 
wealthy lawyer in this city and a member of the 
firm of Lockwood & Crosby, 99 Nassau street. Mr. 
Silkman’s son, Theodore H., has for some years 
been employed in the office of Lockwood & Cros- 
by. He is now about 26 yearsold. It is alleged 
that the son, 
INSTIGATED BY HIS UNCLE, 
began to make alterations in tue house which 
Mrs. Silkmanhad bequeathed to her children, 
Without consulting his father and in opposition 
w his father’s wishes. Mr. SilKkman_ protested 
and a quarrel ensued with his sonand Mr. Cros- 
by, who ordered the father to leave the 
premises. A threat nade by Mr. Silkman ‘“‘to ex- 
pose certain discrepancies in certain marriages 
and births in Mr, Crosby's family,” it is asserted, 
provoked Mr. Crosby’s resentment. Afew even- 
lings afterwards, on May 19, 1882, Mr. Silkman 
Was attending alecture inthe nouse of Everett 
Gale on School street, Yonkers, when the Dell 
rang. Mr. Silkman on coing to the door was con- 
fronted by three officers, who arrested him, placed 
himinacarriage and conveyed him to hite 
Plains, It is charged that on the next day, with- 
out being taken before Judge Gifford, who had 
issued the warrant for his arrest, be was taken to 
Utica and phiced inthe State lunatic asylum.

White 
in the mad house be was compelled to associate 
with the poor house patients and ¢hose who were 
really insane, to listen to obscene language, to 
endure the privation of all decent sanitary ar- 
rangements, to eat poor house fare, 

SUCH AS WRETCHED BUTTER, 

soggy potatoes, and Long Island coifee, under 
threats Of resort to the mouth-screw and stomach 
tube in case of revolt at such unaccustomed and 
disgusting food, while plaintiff’s chronic internal 
ailments called for specific articies of food, wiich 
were refused to him. He was compeiled to make 
his own bed, sweep the roonr and balls, go out 
with a squad of patients daily to hoe garden veg- 
etables and pitch manure in the barn yard where 
sixty cows were led; was forced to go into the 
puvtic streets of Utica under guard to sweep side- 
walks, pull weeds out of the street gutter and 
roadway, and hoe gutters out.

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A DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 


An Explosion in a Colorado Coal Mine Kills 
Fifiy-Seven Men. 

GUNNISON, COL., January 25.—The Colorade 
Coal and Iron Company’s mine at Crested Buttes, 
was the scene of a most appalling casualty yes- 
terday morning. Crested Buttes is acoal mining 
town about tnirty miles north of here on the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railway. The cause of 
the explosion was firedamp. The mine has long 
heen considered as dangerous by those who are 
acquainted with it. The explosion occurred 
either in chamber one or two just after the 
day force of sixty-seven men had gone to work.

Collector Mott’s Method of Filling 
up the Reservoir. 


Red Lights in Hotels—The Water-Gas 
Bill—Fire Alarm Office Appointments 
—Notes. 


From the statemets made to a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning by General McKinstry of 
the Water Department, it would seem that the 
water famine problem had been solved. On the 
eth of the present month Collector of Water Rates 
Mott took 4he matter of stopping water waste 
into his own hands and emplyed forty men to act 
as inspectors, clothing them with authority to 
piace under arrest all those found wasting water 
in violation of the ordinances. “On January 8th,” 
gaidthe General, “there was no water in the 
reservoir. Ifa fire had broken out in one ofgthe 
well-built up squares of the city the firemen 
could have dove nothing to check it. These in- 
spectors were put on and twelve hours afterward 
there was four feet of water In the reservoir. We 
ran the reservoir up to its full capacity on the 
20th, and when more was pumped into it it over- 
flowed. That shows that the deficiency of 

caused by wastage. On Mon- 
2ist, at Ss a& R., three 
gangs of men were put on at the Water Works to 
repair one of the engines. There never was time 
enough to make those repairs before. That en- 
ine bas been repaired and is now fit for use. 
Binee last Monday but one engine has been In use 
—a thing never before known 10 the bistory of the 
works—and there is al) the water in the reservoir 
that ts needed. Now,to my mind, this sudden 
wealth of water is due altogether to the work of 
the forty inspectors Mr. Mott put to Work on his 
own responsibility. An immense amount of wa- 
ter nas been saved by their warning to cousum- 
ers, by their threats of prosecution, and by the 
actual prosecutions.” _ 

“How many cases have you in court? 

“Since the 11th of January, 264; but these have 
pot all been tried.” 

“How many have been tried?” 

“Thirty-one cases.” 

“And what is the result?” 

“The result has, as 1 have said, been a stoppage 
of water waste wherever the iuspectors have been, 
and ‘the accumulation of over $200 in fines. Now 

$200 has been raised froim thirty-one cases 
., When all the cases have been tried the 
ey realized will be sufficient to pay the wages 
of the inspectors. Ihave found that it is a hard 
matter to getaman fined in the Second District 
Police Court for wasting water. The law is clear 
upon the subject, but the judge rules against the 
city almost every time. In the First District 
Police Court both Judge Cady and City Attorney 
Clover are in harmony with the Water Depart- 
ment, and the result is we can get some justice 
from them, but we can’t do anything with Judge 
Dennison. Water Commissioner Whitman,” 
said Gen. McKinstry, in conclusivn, “has 
for years and years reported that the 
deficiency in the water supply is due 
to the wastage by consumers, and the” work of 
the inspectors goes to prove that this is true. 
Here, then, is a cheap solution to the vexed ques- 
tion: Compel the people to cease wasting water, 
and for that purpose Keep 4 large corps oi in- 
spectors at work.’’ ; 

During the past few weeks, since the autbori- 
ties have been actively engaged in investigating 
and stopping the water waste, the police courts 
have been busy in the trial ana punishment of 
violators of the ordinance on this subject, but as 
soon as the fines are inflicted the parties hie 
themselves to the Mayor’s office,and endeavor, 
by argument, threats, persuasion and special 
jeading, to obtain a remission of their fines. The 
layor handies each case separately and refers 
them to Mr. Mott, and if that official does not 
make any recommendation for clemency, by rea- 
son of some extenuating circumstances, the judg- 
meut stands in full. The Mayor deviates not a 
point from this action, and is determined that the 
water waste be stopped, or the offenders 


punished, 
RED LAMPS IN HOTELS. 

Councilman Ed. Devoy intends in afew days to 
introduce into the Council a bill compelling pro- 
prietors of hotels to place a red lamp atthe head 
of each stairway so that the lights may serve as 
guides to guests In case of fire. “The idea is not 
original,” said Mr. Devoy, “it is an Eastern 
wrinkle, and was suggested to me one night while 
Visiting a friend in oue of our large hotels. We 
couldn't find the s ay and were perplexed for 
awhile. A red light would have set us right with- 
outany trouble, Another thing, a red light can 
be seen through smoke that is so thick that you 
can shovel it. You know how ared light looms 
up through a fog? Well, it would be a goasend to 
frightened hotel guests in case of fire, and the 
hotel men can’tobject, because the lamps cer- 
tainly will not Cost much.”*

The stock of wheat in twelve towns of the 
United Kingdom at the close of 4883 was equal to 
23.310,000 bushels, against 13.095,000 bushels in 
1882, ana of corn 2,574,000 bushels, against 462,000 
bushels in 1882. The stocks of wheat in sixteen 
towns of the United Kingdom, with wheat afloat 
for those ports, make a grand total of 45,200,000 
bushels. A telegram from Carruthers & Allen 
of New York to C. H. Albers & Co. has the fol- 
lowing encouraging news: “Landenburg’s offer 
to Antwerp is accepted at 3c advance.”

There was some encouragement held out to the 
bull side on wheat by European advices.

THE COLORADO DISASTER. 

The existence in the heart of the Rocky 
Mountains, “across the range” of all the im- 
provements of modern civilization has been 
impressed on us irra most startling manner 
by the mine explosion at Crested Butte. 

The affair has all the features of similar 
tragedies in the old-settied centers of in- 
dustry. In the first place there is the land- 
grabbing corporation which monopolizes 
everything in sight, ruiging individual owa- 
ership, crushing out competition and laying 
the heavy hand of corporate dictation on the 
collar of labor. In its way, the Colorado 
Coal and Iron Company takes rank with 
land-grabbing HUNTINGTON or with Captain 
Kip of pirate fame. 

With tnis to start with. we are not sur- 
prised to find the company sending its men 
down to work in a shaft that is notoriously 
unsafe. The coal measure is fall of seams 
and rifts, venting deadly and fata! gases, if 
ever the air pumps fail; if ever a pick 
strikes a hidden gas-vent opening too widely, 
if ever the fumes gather too thickly about 
the light each workman must carry, death 
is certain, 

Something of that kind happened yesterday 
morning. No one knows how or why it 
happened. All we know is that there bas 
been an explosion; that sixty brave hard- 
working men who were strong with health 
and life yesterday morning are now lying, 
burned and blackened eorpses, stifled by the 
foul gas, mangled by the fierce explosion, 
down in the ruined pit, while above the 
widows and orphans are wringing their 
hands and weeping over the light of their 
life gone out, the stay of their life broken. 

“The men had been warned,” ‘the men 
had been told the pit was unsafe;” “some 
of the men must have done something im- 
prudent,” says the corporation in its de- 
fense. So mucb the worseif it was known 
before that the mine was danmgerous, The 
men were poor workmen, only gaining a 
living. They had no voicein the manage- 
ment of the mine. It was the corpuration, 
the greedy, soulless, sordid phantom with 
neither body to be kicked nor soul to be 
damned, which sent them to their death 
and made their death as certain as it was 
cruel; it was the corporation which mardered 
them for the money it made out of the un- 
safe mine. 

One such example should suffice. The 
people of Colorado should look to it that 
such a crime may not be repeated with im- 
punity. 


KKIFER’s REFORM, 

Senator-elect Payne finds himself unable 
to accept the doctrine that the only way to 
make any change in the office-bolding pay- 
roli of the United States is by a competitive 
examination. Weare afraid he must be set 
down as ene of that large number o! Demo- 
crats who look on the Civil Service rules as 
a device for keeping up the Republican ros- 
ter. Yet these same rules never seem to 
stand in the way of any change which is 
needed to give a striker a job. There is 
KEIFER’S case. KEIFER was Speaker; he 
was thereby the representative Republican 
of the Republicans, and the exponent of the 
principles of the party. Yet when it suited 
KEIFER to oust an official and to give his 
own nephew a chance to earn a fat salary 
by doing nothing, there was nothing to pre- 
vent it.

Berlin’s “White Lady.” 
From the New York Herald. 

The White Lady is a ghost who has frequently 
been seen in different castles and palaces belong- 
ing to the royal family of Prussia. She is sup- 
posed to forebode the death of some of the rovai 
family, especially one of the children. Her last 
appearance was in 1879, just prior to the death of 
Prince Waldemar. A soldier on guard at the old 
castie was witness of the apparition, and in his 
fright fled to the guard-room, where he was at 
once arrested for deserting his post. 

Twice she has been heard to speak. In Deéem- 
ber, 1628, she appeared in the palace at Berlin and 
said, in Latin, “I wait for judgment.” Again, at 
the castle of Neuhaus, in Bohemia, when she said 
to the Princess, in German, “It is 10 o’elock,”* and 
the lady addressed died in a few weeks. 

There are two white ladies in fact—one the 
Countess Agnes of Oriamunde, who is referred to 
by our Berlin correspondent, and the other the 
Princess Bertha von Rosenberg, who lived in tne 
fitteenth century. The former was buried alive 
inavaultin the palace. She was the mistress 
ofa Margrave of Brandenburgh, by whom she 
had two sons. Whenthe Princé became a wid- 
ower Agnes thought he would marry her, but he 
made the sons an objection, and she poisoned 
them, for which crime she was buried alive. An- 
other version is that she fell in love with the 
Prince of Parma and made away with her two 
daughters, who were an obstacle to her marriage, 
for which crime she was doomed tO “walk the 
earth’ as an apparition. 

The Princess Bertha is troubled because an an- 
nual gift which she left tothe poor has been dis- 
continued, She appears dressed in white and 
carrying at-her side a bunch of Keys.

Something Which Will Take the 
Place of the Reserve Rule, 


Base-Ball Notes and Gossip—Sporting 
Sundries—The Catton-Carter Billiard

The reserve rule in its present form is undoubt- 
edly a great eye-sore and athornip the side for 
the clubs members to it as well as to the players 
thenist lves—Wwho, to tell the truth, have had rath- 
er the best of it for the coming season, and many 
of them have foreed clubs into paving bigger sal- 
aries for their services than they would have oth- 
erwise had to do. As this was the very condition 
of affairs it Was Created to combat, its success is 
yery equivocal. In view of tMis state of affairs 
the Cleveland Herald has a lengthy screea upon 
the subject which will be found interesting, ai- 
though its views in general are not apt to receive 
yery general indorsement: 

“The reserve rule bas been hammered very 


heavily since the closing of the season of 1882. 
There is some reason why it shoula be. It is not 
the best rule in the world, but itis the best that 
could be devised to meet a difficulty that threat- 
ened to wreck base ball. It works a wrong upon 
ihe plaver, because it says to one: ‘You shall 
play here for $1,500," and the player can look 
toa club in another State, where a man is playing 
the same position as be, ava in av inferior way, 
for 8300 more salary. Players are loud m their 
growls about other wrongs which the reserve 
rule inflicts. In reality they amount to notiting. 
But iu the way stated above a wrong may be 
dove, The reserve rule gives an opporiunity to 
be unjust. Can that opportunity be taken away? 
Wethink it can, It is necessary for the gooa of 
the League that all clubs shall be as eveuniy 
matched as possible. The clubs should be but 
healluy branehes of a whole, but independent 
oves, aod Intent upon winning the championship. 
Tits brings out Lhe late Mr. Huiburt's idea fuily. 
No truer friena or worker for base ba!lever lived, 
norany more sensible or fair-minded man. His 
idea has been foliowed., 


The Eleven Mey Reserve 
rule is but an enlargement upon ane of bis ideas, 
andis for the purpose of keeping up individual 
cud strepeth and preventing the best players 
from going to the largest cities. That would ferm 
two or three strong clubs and drive the smaller 
places out, because the latter wonia be unable to 
compete with the former. 8o the reserve rule 
stands a representative act of the policy of the 


greatest good to the greatest pumber. It is in 
the one particular stated a harsh rule. At the 
last meeting of the League one of the representa 
tives of the Cleveland Clob proposed a plan that 
Will do away with all the injustice of the reserve 
rule, protect the player better than becan protect 
himself aud geverally work to nis advantage.

SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS. 


An Injuqction Suit Which Reveals Some 
Very Curious Circumstannes. - 

Kdward P. Lihdiey, executor of the estate of 
Mary A. Russell, to-day filed a suit for an injunc- 
tion torestrain Thomas P. Russell, William J. 
Russell, BPD. Gibson aud Belle Gibson, his wife, 
and Charles F. Christian, The circumstances out 
which the suit grows are stated by the 
plaintiff to be these: Mrs. Russeil 
was the wife of Thomas P. Russell. 


She died on the 12th of October last, and by will 
appointed the piaintiff ber executor. The prop- 
erty devised by the testatrix consisted of a farm 
of 236 acres in Moniteau County, Mo., of the vaiue 
of about $10,000, and alot of ground on Grand 
avenue aud improvements thereon, consisting of 
a livery stable and appurtenances of the value of 
$14,000. By her will Mrs. Russell devisea the larm 
in Moniteau County to her piece, Belle Gibson, 
aud the lof and livery stable on Grand avenue bo 
ber owu Busband, Thomas P. Kusseii. At her 
death there was a mortgage of $2.000 on the Grand 
avenue lot,and by ber will she airected that 
if wer husband paid off this mort- 
gage, her executor was to aeliver 
to him a deed tor the Grand avenue lot, and 
in case her husband refused or failed to pay off 
ibis mortgage, then her executor was directed to 
sell the loi and stable, and after deducting the 
sum of $4,000and paying off the mortgage of 
$2,000, to pay the balance to Mr. T, P. Russell. 
From the payments thus deducted the execu- 
tor was directed (to pay off a mortgage of $3,000 on 
the Mouiteau County farm, It transpired alter 
ihe death of Mrs. Russell that the morigage on 
ihe Grand avenue jot was for $6,000 instead of 
$2,000. In this difficulty be asks the court to 
direct hunin his duty in the premises.

HE HAD A SATCHEL. 


The Murderer of the Boedecker 
Family isa Road Agent. 


Splendid Collection of Testimony and Clews 
That Should Result in a Capture—Nearly 
$1,000 Reward. 


Thereis not a gratifying prospect for the capt- 
ure of the man who committed the horrible 
double murder near Fenton, although the devel- 
opments of yesterday afvernoon serve to fix the 
crime on a stranger,a very accurate description 
of whom has been obtained. If by good fortune 
he shouig be captured there are as maby 
as ten persons who can give evidence establish- 
ing his presence in the vicinity of the Boedecker 
cabin just previous to the murder. He is first 


located at Kaiser's saloon, corng of King’s High- | 


way and Gravois road, right in our city suburbs, 
where, on Monday night, he stopped to warm 
himself, He is described as a man of medium or 


slightly below medium heighg, the estimates rang- 
ing tram 5 feet 6 to 5 feet 9inches. His build was 
ordinary, neither stout nor thin. He wore black 
or dark clothes, of fairly good quality, and a 
white shirt. His nat, biack, was of the Derby 
style, with a high crown and narrow brim. His 
face wus rather full and well-rounded, and he 
either Was smooth-shaven or had a very thin 
growth of dark mustacbe. He carried a small, 
black leather satchel, and was without an over- 
coat. His age was about 25 years. He spoke En- 
glish without any foreign accent, but to one or 
two persons Made remarks in good German, and, 
judging from this and from the style of his face,he 
was probabiy an American of German descent. 
His entire make-up was not that of a tramp, as 
the word is geverally understood, but rabter of an 
itinerant corn-doctor or sore-eye specialist. Up 
to date, however, the evidence failsto support 
the idea that he was either, as he made no offer 
of his unprofessioual services at any of the 
houses where be is known to have called, al- 
though it 1s said he remarked to one man that he 
was peddling jewelry. 

At Kaiser’s the stranger neither drank nor 
spoke a word, contenting himself with

for a few moments, and then starting west on the 
Gravois roud at a rapid pace. ¢ must have 
walked very steadily, for about the middle of the 
aiternoon he appeared at Welmeyer’s saloon in 
Fentou, where is appearance provoked some 
comment. After remaining there for some time 
he moved on west, and about dusk applied at the 
farm-bouse of Mr. J. Slevin for a night’s lodging, 
making the request in perfect English, Mr. Sievin 
could not accommodate him and he hurried ov. 
Me next calied at the nouse of J. W. Scott, aud 
was again refused lodging. His next cail was at 
the Vogelsang taro, next at the farm of Philip 
Sturdy and Ocxt attne house of Charles Smith. 
At each piace in turn be was told that be could 
vot be accommodated, and two of the parties to 
whom he applied toid him that he could probably 
get lodging at the house of Mrs. Horan, iocated a 
quarter of a mile or more west of the scene of 
ihe murder. As he failed to apply at Mrs. 
Horan’s house, or at any house beyoad hers, it is 
reasonable to suppose that le made application 
atthe Boedecker cabin, which nobody had re- 
ferred him to because of its diminutive size. Tie 
pallet in the Kitchen of the Cabin indicated that 
the young couple were more hospitable than their 
betier circumstanced neighbors, aud had admii- 
ted him. 

The police and county authorities are now 
looking eagerly fora manel tbe above descrip- 
tion, and bis characteristics were such that they 
should certainly be able to trace him. As he 
probably left the cabin long before daylight, the 
people living within four or five iniles Of the scene 
of the murder would have seen him, but further 
on, after daylight caught bim, some of the farm- 
ers or road

must certainly bave noticed him. A reward of 
$450 offered by the neighbors and §500 by the 
Diaie wiil tend to intensily the Zeal of the pursuit 
very muctd. A Dart of this money shouid ulil- 
ized in printing a clear, common-sense circular, 
contaibiug a careful description, ana mailing a 
large number of copies of lt to every country post 
office aud sore nn iheadjacent three or iour 
counvies. Tue satchel ts a spiendid ear-mark, and 
Will probably be the oecasion of the murderers’ 
betrayal U he ever is caught. A silver waich 
witha gold chain, which belouged te Boedecker, 
is Missing, 4sisa suit of the murdered man’s 
clothes, and these, with the above mentioned 
facts, Willi make tue work ef conviction easy after 
he is once Capiured. Que ether important dis- 
covery Was made yesterday. Tiie murderer had 
taken @ linev towel and torn it into strips, which 
he laid near the bowl whereiu he washed his 
bands. Une or two of Lhese strips 
are mnissing, and the only conceivable purpose for 
which he might have taken them would bave been 
lo Daudage a Wuund received in his siruggie with 
tbe WomaD. Such a mark as that would be a great 
aid tv justice, and itis a thing to be looked for. 

The shirt left by the stranger was a new 
one, which had been worn for two or 
three days, but pever iaundried since 
it leftthe store. The collar band bore the 
figures 16, showing a pretty well developed neck, 
aud Maybe some storekeeper will be found who 
recenuly sold a single shirt of that size and who 
cau give some Iniormation as to the purchaser.

THAT TIME BALL. 


Details of the Manner ia Which the New In- 
strumeonut will be Built. 

It has been siated in the Post-DisPaTcHa that 
Prof, H. 8. Pritchett, Prof. E. A. Engler, Sergt. 
Weber, Ma}. Whitney and H. ©. Peipers, the 
architect, bad held a number of conferences for 
the purpose of devising suitable plans for the 
erection of atime ball on the dome of the new 
Custom House. After two monihs deliberation 
their suggestion took a definite shape, and Mr. 
Peipers was instructed to put them on paper. 


The plans were finished and brought into Sergt. 
Weber's office this morning by Mr. Peipers, who 
gave.a PosT-DisPpATCH reporter a full explana- 
tion of iherm: The great difficulty the gentieme n 
above mentioned had to contend with was to erect 
such apparatus lm connection with the 
time-bali so as not to mar the appeafince 
ofthe dome or the cupola. Mr. Peiper’s plans 
accomplish this end. The ball and pole are to ve 
located on the north side of the cupola. The pole 
is te.escopic, consisting of two rods, one working 
Within the other, When uot in use the inner pele 
is iowered so that it is scareely visibie except 
When 
raised to its full beight itis twenty-tive feet long 
and wiil rise two feet six inches above the weath- 
er vVahe on the top of the cupola. The bali is to 
be constructed of thick strips of copper so put 
together as to permit the wind ta pass 
through it and thus avoid the resistance 
and consequent pressure on the pole. It will 
Weigh about filty pounds and be four feet in 
diameter. Boththe rod and bali are raised by 
ineans of simple mechanism placed within the 
cupola, Thedrop of the ball will be fourteen 
feet, the first ten feet being traversed almost in- 
stantaveousiy,and the remaining four gradually. 
Tuis movement is accomplished by means of a 
Spaing, to which the ball ropes are aitached, The 
ball will be dropped from Washington University 
by means of an eiectrical instrument invenved by 
Prot. rritehett of the Morrison University. It 
wili be under the immediate superyision of the 
sigual service officers, who have volunteered 
their time and attention free. lt is es- 
timated roughiy that it will cost from 
$1,200 to $1,500 to place the ball in position to 
make the necessary connections with Wastingeton 
University. Maj. Whitney has taken an active 
injerest in the matter, and will soon go to Wash- 
jngton, taking the plans with him, tu order to 


ot the ball. Several prominent merchants have 
expressed it as iheir opinion that there will be 
littie or no difficulty in raising the requisite sum 
io defray the cost of making and placing the ball 
and pole in pusition,

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THE MODEL PRISON. 


What It Ought to Be — Some Valuable 


Suggestions Given. 

George W. Cable’s striking ess n “The 
Convict Lease System in he Southern 
Siates” is printed in the February Century. 
He introduces his powerful array of facts 
with the following clever statement of what 
a prison ought to be: “Here and there in 
the United States a penal Institution may be 
found that fairly earns the pride with which 
itis pointed out by the surrounding com- 
munity. Inthe whole country there may be 
four or five such. The visitor to them ad- 
inires the fitness of their architecture, 

**Yes,’ the Warden replies, ‘this is not a 
house vo! pleasure, and so we have not made 
il pretty. Itis not av abode of crime, and so 
we have not made it ugly. Itis not a place 
where men seek justice, and therefore we 
have not made it grandiose aod wajestic. 
But it is the house of chastisemient—of chast- 
ehing punishment—and so it is wade solemn, 
severe and calu.’ 

“The visitor praises the grave and silent 
decency of all the internal appointments. 

“*Yes, respons the warden; ‘the peace 
and diguity of the State are here asserting 
themselves over the persou of the prisoner 
who has violated them; there is no more 
room here for merriment and coofusion than 
for strife.’ 

“The visitor extols the perfection of the 
sanilary arrangemeuts. 

**Yes,’ says the warden; ‘when the crim- 
inal was {ree and his life at his own disposal, 
he took no such care of it as this. He prob- 
ably lived a sort of daily suicide. If he 
shortened his days the State was, presumu- 
biy, not tu blame. But if we, by malice or 
negiect, shorten his days here, where he is 
vur captive, we bring upon the State both 
blame and shame. For his life is in our cus- 
tody, just as the clothing is with which he 
cawe bere; the State, through its courts, has 
distinctly decilped to tamper with it, and 
holds it subject to be returned to his own 
keeping, at the expiration of his confine- 
ment, in as good order as that in which it 
was received, the inevitable wear and tear 
of time alone excepted. Can a State main- 
tain its peace and dignity as it should that 
cuangaite breaches of trust in its very pris- 
ons?’ 

“The visitor remarks thata wise benevyo- 
lence is necessary even toward bad men. 

* But,’ says the other, ‘it is not merely 
benevolence to bad men that put in these 
elaborate sanitary appliances; itis the ne- 
cessity of upholding the integrity and honor 
of the State.’ 

“The visitor shows his surprise at the ab- 
sence of all the traditional appliances for the 
correction of the refractory. ‘Yet be cer- 
tain,’ isthe rejoinder, ‘a discipline, sure, 
prompt and effectual, meets every infraction 
of rules. How else cdtid we have this per- 
fection of order? But it is a discipline whose 
punishments are free from brutalizing ten- 
dencies, increasing dispassionately as the 
culprit’s passions increase, and reélenting 
only when he has repented. 

Phe visitor is impressed with the edu- 
cative value of the labor performed by the 
ipmnates. ' 

“**Yas,’ says the warden, ‘send a man out 
from here with knowledge of a trade, and 
maybe he will come back, but the chances 
are he will not. Send him away without a 
trade, and maybe he will not come back, but 
the chances are he will. So for society’s 
sake—in the community’s interest and for its 
safety—these men are taught certain trades 
that they can not turn to bad account. We 
do not teach burgiars locksmithing.’ 

“Yet the visitor takes @ momentary 
alarin. 

***You put the housebreaker and the rob- 
ber, the speak thief and the pickpocket into 
open competition with honest men in the 
community around them.’ 

***Exactiy,’ responds the other; ‘trying to 
live without competing ia the fields of pro- 
ductive labor is just the easence of the crimes 
for which they were sent here. We make a 
short end of that.’ 

‘*The visitor looks with pleased interest at 
the statistical records of the clerk’s office. 

***We could not call our duties done with- 
out tliese,’ is the warden’s response. “These 
are the keys to the study of the cause aod 
prevention of crime. By these we weigh our 
own results. By these we uncover not only 
the convict and bis crime, Dut society's and 
the State’s own sins of omission and com- 
mission, whose fruits are these crimes and 
these criminals.’ 

**Afver all,’ at length the visitor says, 
‘tell me one thing more. Here where a pris- 
oneris safe from fire and plague and op- 
pression and temptation and evil compan- 
ionship, and is taught thrift and skill, and 
only to submit to justice and obey right 
rules, where Is his punishment? How is 
this punishmentat all?’ 

“And the warden makes answer with ques- 
tion for question: ‘Had vou a deformed foot, 
and an iron mold were made so close around 
it and press it into asymmetrical shape and 
hold it sv, would you ask where is the agony? 
The punishment here is the pusjshment of 
a @iormed nature forced into ——— 
syuimetry. It isthe punishment that cap- 
tivity is to unrestraint; that subordination 
and enforced self-control are to ungoverned 
passion and inordinate vanity and pride; 
that routine is to the love of idle adventure; 
that decorum is to the love of orgies; that 
temperance is tojthe love of drink ; that lone- 
linets is to the sucial and domestic impulses; 
that solitude and self-communion are to re- 
morse. It is ail the losses and restraints of 
banishment, without one of its liberties. 
Nothing tempers. it but the repentance and 
reform which it induces, and these temper 
it justin degree as tweey are genuine and 
thorough.’

A Letter from Louts Napoleon About 


His Amour with 4 Baltimore Woman. 
N. ¥. Correspondence Cincianat? Enquirer. 


A correspondent from France refers to 
an American woman’s scrape with the late 
Louis Napoleon, developed through a letter 
Of Napoleon ILL. lately come to light in the 
memvirs of Odilon Barrot, formerly Prime 
Minister. It refers to an incident that took 
piace at Tours during the visit of the Presi- 
dent in 1849. While in England Napoleon 
had contracted a liaison with a lady named 
Mad. Howard, who was a Miss MacTavish 
of Baltimore, became Countess of Beaure- 
gard under the Empire, and finalty married 
an Exgiish officer. When Napoleon was 
elected President, Mad. Howard cama to 
Paris, was lodged near the Eiysee Palace, 
and coutinued to live un intimate terms with 
the Priuee-President. She went with him to 
Tours, traveling with the Count Bacciocehi, 
cousin of the President, anu lodgings were 
given her in the house of M,. and Mad. An- 
dre, who were then absent in the Pyrenees, 
‘The persons were severe Protestants, aud 
when they heard of the kind of lady who 
had been louged in their house they wrote a 
violent letter of indignation to the Minister. 
These latter, not sorry to give the Prince a 
hint that he was no longer freeto live the 
easy life he had been leading at Loudon, 
caused the letter to fall under Napoleon’s 
eyes, as if by accident. Napoleon read the 
letter and replied as follows: 

“My DEAR MINISTER—Your brother has 
shown me a jetter ofa M. Andre to which I 
shuuld have disdained to reply didit not 
contain falsehoods which it is well to refute. 
A lady in wiom | take the liveliest interest, 
accompanied by one of her friends and by 
two persons in my suite, desired to see the 
carousel at Saumer.

The audience last evening had grown again and 
was the largest of the week up to that time. The 
St. Louis public are realizing the great worth of 
the actor who is giving them a series of repre- 
sentations which have not been equaled here for 
many years, and, however skeptical at first, are 
accepting Mr. Irving as one of the very finest 
actors who has ever appeared on locai boards. 
His work last evening Was exceedingly peg 
and it required absolute genius to overcome al 
the obstacies that Dame Nature has placed in this 
actor’s way, but this he did with absolute tri- 
umpb, and never has an audience been more in- 
terested or absorbed to the very end of a play. 
The opening scene represented an inn on the 
road between Lyons and Paris, and the entrance 
of Mr. Irving as the virtuous Lesurques, who is 
op his way to rescue his father from in- 
solvency, was the signal for & warm 
outburt of applause.

His exit is followed aimost instantly by the 
entrance of the scoundrel Dubosc, a captain of 
robbers, and the contrast between the vicious ug- 
liness of the human brute an@ the mildnuess and 
piacidity of Lesurques is strikingly portrayed by 
Mr. Irving. He is tall, gaunt and angular, like 
his double. and there isa similarity of feature, 
but there all resemblance ends, and the beetling 
scowl and the imprinted stamp of vice and cruel- 
ty which hang over the ruffian’s features are as- 
sumed with wonderful effect by the actor. In 
this Mr. Irving’s extreme mobility of counte- 
nance is demoustrated, and as the 
change of character is almost in- 
stantaneous there _ scarcely lime to 
use any stage appliances in making it. Indeed it 
is the change of manner from the light-hearted 
free-stepping man ol houest purpose and good 
conscieuce, to the vice-besotted, shuffling, hab- 
itua!l sneaking fashion of the inborn villain, in 
which the changeis apparent, Both are pure, 
absolutely strong paintings of character and posi- 
tively different in every respect.

Mr. Irving’s faults, of which we 
have heard s0 much, were more apparent and 
given stronger Gemoustration than iu any scene 
in which he has thus far appeared. The singular 
stride which conveys the idea that the actor ts 
destitute of kunee-joints and is about 
to iall forward on his face; his 
quaint, angular use ot his arms; 
tue awkward plucking atthe breast and exten- 
sion of the arms; the rolling of the head as 
though the neck was in a state of dislocation; the 
strange enunciation, which seems toinvolve a 
suaden twist of the shoulder with the delivery of 
each word; the utter lack in toto of all grace and 
smoothuess were noticeable almosttoa painful» 
devreé in the scene in which the suspicion of his 
presumed crime is first broached. But a few mo- 
ments later, however, all of these were forgotten 
and the actor had carried the audience with him 
inthe strengtu of his emotions in his powerful 
scene with his father, who urges him to kill him- 
self and save the honor of thefamily. It wasa 
grand emotional scene and Mr. Mead as ola Les- 
urques proved himself one of the most careful aud 
capable actors of this very powerful company.

In the last act the part of Lesurques enters but 
Sslightiy; his vindication comes through the action 
of the betrayed woman, Janette, and the confes- 
sions of Dubosc’s partuers in the crime. Dubose 
has a strong scébe with the woman when be 
breaks iuto the Lesurques mansion to eliminate a 
record which would prove the innocence of Jo- 
seph, and his attempted murder of Janette is a 
very powertul piece of work. The closing scene 
of the play represents Dubosc having a debauch 
ina garret overlooking tle place of execution, 
and his trantic avxiety to witness tne head 
of his double fall is very strongly 
depicted by Mr. Irving. His glee when the exe- 
cution is about to take place overcomes his dis- 
cretion and he cries and shrieks with joy; at 
times throwing himself at full tength near the 
window in order to get closer to the scene. W hen 
the geng-d’arimes and the mop are coming to seize 
hii the scene is terrific in the extreme; he huris 
flower-pots upon them, and then he holds them at 
bay with the strength of a demon, and euts frant - 
ically with his long Knife at their a*ms and fin- 
gers as they push their way through the door. He 
lights like a demon, and in the melee a clever 
trausition’is made; a figure is substituted for 
Dubosc, and Lesurques enters with his daughter 
clluging to his neck, the tricolor is waved and the 
curtain falls.

Inthe above detail I have covered the chief 
pouits of Mr, Irving’s wonderful duuble delinea- 
lion.
